Pays a Fine for Practicing 
Without State License. 


Jail Sentence Suspended by 
Judge Richardson. 


Winchell Closes “Institute” 
Following Sentence. 


Morton M. Winchell, head of a 
“cancer cure” institution in this city, 
yesterday morning entered a plea of 


son to a charge of practicing medi- 
cine without a State license and was 
sentenced to 180 days in the City 
Jail and a fine of $250, The jail sen- 
tence was suspended by Judge Rich- 
ardson when Winchell stated that 
he had closed his offices and will 
no longer practice medicine. Win- 
chell paid the fine and left the 
courtroom. 


The trial yesterday was the out- 
come of the arrest of the “cancer 
cure’ man some time ago on a 
charge of manslaughter as the re- 
sult of the death of Mrs. Nettie EB. 
Daniels of Santa Monica, who died 
a short time after receiving treat- 
ment from Winchell. Winchell is 
now at liberty under bail of $11,000. 

He is also accused of practicing. 
without a license in connection with 
treatments given to Mrs. Anna Mey- 
ers of 717 Central avenue. Mra. 
Meyers is in the Orange County Hos- 
pital and, according to Special Agent 
Jack O'Connell of the State Board 
of Medical Examiners, is in a dying 
condition. 

Following his conviction, Winchell 
vehemently stated that the death of 
Mrs. Nettie E. Daniels was caused 
by heart trouble and was not the 
outcome of his cancer cure. He 
claimed that he was being persecut- 
ed by the authorities. He imme- 
diately made preparations to close 
his offices in the Grosse Building at 
the same time promising members 
of the State Medical Board that he 
would not practice hig cancer cure 
again in California. 

“Even though the autopsy sur- 
geon states that Mrs. Daniels died 
as the result of my cancer cure, yet 
I know she died from heart dis- 
ease,” he said. “I am forced to 
stop practicing in California, but 
at the same time I can prove that 
I have affected hundreds of cancer 
cures in Los Angeles. I am being 
persecuted. I have a wife and six 
children and if I am acquitted of 
the manslaughter charges now pend- 
ing against me in the Superior

Three Billion More of Bonds 
Needed for War Bill: 


BY ROBERT B. ARMSTRONG. 
(EXCLUSIVE DISPATCH.) 

WASHINGTON, May 217.—Secre- 
tary of the Interior Lane will appear 
tomorrow before the Public Lands 
Committee of the House and explain 
why it is necessary for the return- 
ing soldiers not only to have farms, 
but to have the land broken and 
ready for the crop, and to have build- 
ings erected and live stock furnished. 
He will justify the provisions of the 
national soldiers’ settlement act, de- 
signed to provide farm homes for 
soldiers and sailors. This bill, intro- 
duced by House Leader Mondell, 
after conferences and agreement 
with! the Secretary of the Interior, 
calls for a half-billion dollars to start 
the work of reclaiming land and 
settling soldiers and sailors on these 
farms. This and the great reclama- 
tion project, which will harness up 
the waters of the Colorado River 
for irrigation and power purposes, 
are the two great projects desired 
—— of the Congress and Secretary 


The national soldiers’ settlement 
act was taken up this morning by 
the Public Lands Committee and 
Mr. Mondell explained ite provi- 
sions, comparing them with other 
bills heretofore introduced. It is ex- 
pected that the hear des will de 
completed in two weeks and the bill 
favorably reported to the 
While there is some opposition on 
the part of eastern members, it is 
believed the bill will pass the House. 


in the Senate, and the bill should be- 
come a law within a few months. 
“The bill anticipates that the Sec- 
retary of the Interior will secure 
areas enough for community 
settlements of considerable size in 
which the community spirit may be 
developed,” Mr. Mondell told the 
committee, 
Mr. Mondell estimated that from 
eighteen months to three

through government land banks. ä 
The annual cost of the develo 
ment was estimated at from $1,000,- 
000 to $1,2560,000,000. 
Three billion more of bonds will 
be required to foot the,fiscal war 
bill. This is a conservative esti- 
mate of the leading members of the 
Ways and Means Committee, ar- 
rived at thig morning after a close 
examination of the financial require- 
ments of the government. Of course 
this sum could be ratsed by in- 
creased taxation, but all the majority 
members of the committee agreed 
that such action should not be tak- 
en. In fact the committee at the 
same time that they realized that 
three billion more was needed to 
clean up the bill for Mars voted to 
repeal the so-called luxury tax. This 
will become a law in a few days 
and this tax will be abolished on or 
before July 1. 
Members of the committee said 
that the government was paying al- 
most as much as, it received to col- 
lect this tax and in addition to the 
small net revenue received, it was 
particularly irritating to all alike— 
merchant, manufacturer and buyer. 

Whether the amount to be re- 
quired to finish the war score will 
be a little more or a little less than 
the three billion, is entirely de- 
pendent on how much it will cost 
to adjust a lot of the war contracts 
which were terminated at the time 
the armistice was signed. Many of 
these are proving more expensive to 
adjurt than at first anticipated. 

In this connection there is evi- 
dence that the Republicans are Fo- 
ing to insist on econémy in all the 
mopping up aftermath of the war. 

A resolution will be introduced in 
the Agricultural Committee in the 
Senate demanding a full investiga- 
tion of the methods and practices 
of the surplus and salvage commis- 
sions of the War Department.

COUNTY COUNSEL IS 
BOSS, COURT SAYS. 


DISTRICT ATTORNEY WILD NOT 
REPRESENT COUNTY IN 
CIVIL ACTIONS. 


The District Court of Appeals, Di- 
vision One, yesterday denied the writ 


of mandate asked for by Dist.-Atty. 
Woolwine to compel Judge Jack- 
son of the Superior Court to substi- 


tute the District Attorney for the 
County Counsel as attorney in civil 
suits in which County Counsel Hill 
acted for the county. Judge Jackson 
had previously denied the petition 
of the District Attorney to substi- 
tute himself for County Counsel Hill. 
The Appellate Court's decision 
settles one of the bitter controversies 
between the District Attorney and 
County Counsel as to who's who“ in 
county government affairs. County 
Counsel Hill held that the char- 
ter authorized him to bring these 
suits as attorney for the county. The 
District Attorney contended that he 
was given the authority under the 
general law. Coupty Counsel Hill 
stated yesterday: 
“The decision of the District Court 
of Appeals, upholding the position 


of County Counsel as created under 


the county charter and denying the 
District Attorney the right to repre- 
sent the county in civil actions, is 
most satisfying. 

“This was an action instituted by 
Thomas Lee Woolwine to substitute 
himself in the place and stead of the 
County Counsel in various lawsuits in 
which the county was interested. In 
denying this right and dismissing the 
entire proceedings, jhe court upheld 
the provisions of the county charter 
relating to the office of County Coun- 
sel, and finally disposes of the con- 
tention which Mr. Woolwine has 
made for a number of years that 
he, instead of County Counsel, should 
represent the county in civil cases.”

Trustees of the University of 
Southern <alifornia met yesterday 
and approved plans for a new $350,- 
000 administration building, ground 
for which will probably be broken 

encement day. 

The new structure, which will be 
of brick and terra cotta, will be the 
first of a large group which will ulti- 
mately represent an investment of 
something near $4,000,000. A group 
to cost more than $1,000,000 has al- 
ready been planned and the money 
raised, and the greater university 
quadrangle was under discussion 
among the trustees yesterday. 

It is the intention of the univer- 
sity to have the administration 
building completed before winter. 
John J. Parkinson, who has been 
chosen as university architect, pre- 
pared the plans, which call for an 
edifice with two wings. There will be 
a large chapel in the area between 
the two wings, with an open-air 
court around the chapel. Over the 
chapel will be a high tower which 
will either contain a clock or chimes, 
and perhaps both. The chapel will 
be capable of seating 2000 people, 
and in this respect the administra- 
tion building will fill a long felt 
want, as the university has long 
keenly felt the need of a large audi- 
torium. 

It was announced yesterday that 


the administration building under 
consideration will be erected on the 
west side of University avenue, de- 
tween Thirty-fifth place and Thi
